SAC students will attend the 
semi-annual Eastern Conference 
Student Conference, Thursday, 
Feb. 25, from 2 - 9 p.m. at Citrus 
College. 


Acting as advisors for Santa 
Ana College, Miss Isabelle Rel- 
stab and Mr. William Corser will 
accompany SAC’s 27 student rep- 
resentatives to the conference. 


SAC will sponsor two work- 
shops to compare ideas and sug- 
gestions with students from other 
colleges. Tom Garrett will head 
the Rallies and Spirit Conference 
and Dennis Weaver will conduct 
a workshop on Participation in 
Student Government. 

“The purpose of the confer- 
ence,” according to Corser, “‘is to 
share ideas and problems that 
face student government lea- 


The winning author will have

Robert Blaustone, Lee Ford, and 
Mary Daughtery are in the pro- 
cess of judging the scripts.

This is the first attempt at 
such a contest in the history of 
SAC.

Point of conflict between the 
four districts had been over elec- 
tion of trustees by districts. 

Santa Ana trustees tempora- 
rily halted the redistricting plans 
late in January when they re- 
fused to make a decision until 
the next scheduled meeting. 

Dr. Norman Watson, superin- 
tendent of the OCC district, 
said the proposal would be plac- 
ed on thé agenda of the Orange 
District organization. 

If the committee approves the 
proposal by June, it is hoped that 
the state school board will ac- 
cept it by September, 

If the two colleges and two 
unified districts do combine, ad- 
ditional taxes, plus an $8 million 
bond issue by Garden Grove and 
Orange taxpayers would be re- 
quired to bring about the single 
district. 

The two elections necessary 
to merge the Orange and Garden 
Grove districts to begin a con- 
struction bond are expected to 
occur in January of 1966. 


This would also make it pos- 
sible to conduct a third election 
which would merge the four dis- 
tricts and levy a 10.5 cent over- 
ride tax by March of 1966. 

OCC, which is sponsoring the 
merger, is also planning special 
legislation to speed the proposal 
so that the interim board of trus- 
tees could pass a bond issue and 
use the money to move on con- 
struction programs. 

Central Orange County Jun- 
ior College District would then 
be ready for 12,000 fulltime day 
students by 1967. 

Based on current construction 
programs, OCC and SAC will be 
able to handle 8,000 fulltime day 
students by 1967.

Heated Debates 
Warm Senators 


In the longest and most heat- 
ed Senate meeting of the year, 
Tom Garrett was elected Presi- 
dent Pro Tempore for the spring 
semester in a run-off election 
against Senator Jerry Burns. 

Garrett, Burns and Lee Ren- 
gert were nominated for the po- 
sition, and, after carrying.a plur- 
ality on the first ballot, Garrett 
defeated Burns 12-6 in the run- 
off. 


In other action the Senate 
passed a resolution to raise traf- 
fic violation fines in accordance 
with future plans of the adminis- 
tration. Senator Harriet Kahne 
introduced the resolution and 
asked for immediate considera- 
tion. The move was denied, but 
Garrett moved to suspend the 
rules and a lengthy debate fol- 
lowed. The resolution eventually 
passed 13-5-0. 


The Senate approved Associat- 
ed Students President Dave 
Whitney’s cabinet, Senate and 
Supreme Court appointments. 
After the vote newly appointed 
Senators Garrett and Mike. Fan- 
cher took their places with the 
government body. Garrett was 
then named chairman of the

Senator Mike Martellotti mov- 
ed to ammend the ASSAC By- 
laws to change the numbering of 
Senate legislation. The bill, which 
had been vetoed by Whitney in 
another form was sent to the 
rules committee.

A ‘cattle ranch, an Ivy League 
university, the pulpit, the Con-

_mation: Systems Division, and 
the.classroom lectern is the stran- 
ge pattern woven by the inquir- 
ing thread of Dr. James L, Chris- 
tian’s life. 

. Dr. Christian teaches philos- 

.ophy to Santa Ana College stu- 
dents as Senator John Schmitz’s 
replacement. : 


Dr. Christian has aiways been 
driven by what he calls ‘“‘a sense 
of adventure and mystery about 
travelling to different parts of 
the world to see and understand 
different ways of living and feel- 
ing.’ 

He left the Arizona “ealtle 
ranch he grew up on to study 
English at the State University 
in Tempe, Arizona. After star- 
ting graduate work at Boston 
University, the course of Chris- 
tian’s life was channeled into a 
religious vein by a brilliant pro- 
fessor who “made history live.” 

A year of church history prom- 
pted him enough that he snap- 

{Oo 


ped up the chance to be Secre- 

tary to the Bishop of Elizabeth- 

ville, Congo area in 1948. 
BALUBA PALS 

For two years, Christian did 
actual secretary work, held con- 
ferences, bought food from the 
natives, drove a jeep, and clear- 
ed trees’ through the Congo, the 
Rhodesias, Angola, and Mozam- 
bique. 

He lived and hunted with the 
Baluba tribesmen, ate their food, 
and. played games with their 
children, but learned only enough 
of the native tongue to say, 
‘“Where am I?” 

The Congo was under the Bel- 
gian crown then, so Christian 
recalls no rioting “except a few 
beer busts in the more primitive 
areas.”’ 

He discovered that the Afri- 
can natives have a very different 
and unscientific world-view in 
that they see good and bad spir- 
its everywhere; every tree and 
stone is alive. He said this taught 
him a much deeper appreciation 
of others’ values and beliefs. 

In 1950, Christian took a sec- 
ondary school science teacher’s 
job in Old Umtali, Southern Rho- 


As 
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The Rhodesian schools, 
then under the English crown, 
were poorly equipped, says Chris- 
tian, but he recalls, “The native 
children were very eager to learn 
because, unfortunately, 
wanted to do what the white man 
did, for prestige value. On the 
other hand, I watched many be- 
come fine leadérs and men of 
letters. 


PEN PAL TOYNBEE 


Returning to the States in 
1951, Christian preached at St. 
John’s Methodist Church in Med- 
ford, Mass., while earning his 
Sacred Theology degree at Bos- 
ton University. 

In 1953 he began doctoral 
work in church history at Boston 
U. where he was also a lecturer 
in biblical literature and later re- 
sident fellow in history. 

While working on his disser- 
tation, ‘‘Arnold Toynbee’s Con- 
cept of Man,’’ he began a fruitful 
correspondence with Toynbee, 
the famed British philosopher of 
history. 

Christian credits much of his 

intellectual growth to Toynbee, 
whom he calls “one of the intel- 
lectual and spiritual giants of our 
age.”” He later wrote a book on 
the man. 
’ Christian dove into his favor- 
ite work, teaching, with an assis- 
tant Professorship in Philosophy 
and Religion in 1957 at Simpson 
College in Indianola, lowa. Two 
years later he came to Chapman 
College in Orange to teach 
church history, biblical literature, 
and Greek. He was chairman of 
the honors program at both col- 
leges. 


MOON PROJECT 

The desire to ““move in a world 
I hadn’t yet moved in” motivated 
Christian to take a job as North 
American Aviation’s Lead Engi- 
neer of contract specifications 
for the Saturn V rocket booster 
designed to put men in orbit 
around the moon in the Apollo 
capsule. He calls it “a valuable 
experience,” but left it to come 
to SAC. 

Christian is presently interest- 
ed in the philosophical aspects of 
primitive religion and magic. He 
says, ‘““When all the sophisticated 
elements are stripped from mod- 
ern man, we are simple and prim- 
itive children.” 

Future plans for the new phil- 
osophy instructor include the 
writing of a textbook and a lec- 
ture series at the First Congre- 
gational Church in Los Angeles 
on the growth of the gospels 
from the daily life and faith of 
the first generation of Christians.

Should People Puff? 
Dons Still In A Huff

Does it bother you when your 
friends smoke? 

“If I can’t breathe, you’re 
darn right it bothers me!’’ ex- 
claimed sophomore John Pett. 

“Only when the women 
smoke,” answered freshman Pe- 
ter Raaphrst. 

“They get bad breath,” 
ed Dave Bishop. 
filthy habit.” 

“Tt doesn’t bother me, it just 
worries me a little,” admits Jac- 
kie Schlegel. 

Why are these SAC students 
so puffed ‘up about cigarette 
smokers? 


A year ago U.S. Surgeon Lu- 
ther L. Terry issued a volumin- 
ous report on cigarette smoking, 
stating that it endangers the 
health of millions of Americans. 

Since publication of the re- 
port, at least 18 million Ameri- 
cans have quit smoking, accord- 
ing to Terry, but far too many 
people still have the habit. 

How did the report affect SAC 
smokers? 

An El Don poll of 35 students 
revealed that 14 had read the re- 
port, nine had heard about it 
from friends or relatives, and 12

had never heard about it. 

Twenty students said the re- 
port did not affect their attitude 
towards cigarettes in any way. “I 
just didn’t pay any attention to 
it,” stated sophomore Chris Em- 
erson. 

Of the ten who said they were 
affected by the report, only two 
actually quit smoking. Brian 
Gourlie and Raaphorst said they 
switched to pipes and cigars. Miss 
Schlegel tried to pursuade her 
parents to ‘‘smoke less if they 
wouldn’t quit.” 

Mike Meier said the report 
made him “make sure to never 
start smoking.” 

Dave Whitney insisted the we 
port made smoking ‘more excit- 
ing.” 

' Ten students said neither of 
their parents were smokers, while 
12 said both their mothers and 
fathers smoked. Three said only 
their mothers smoked, and five 
said only their fathers smoked. 


Those questioned who were 
avid cigarette fans (19 out of 
30) said they had been smoking 
two-to-five years, and two admit- 
ted to smoking “more than a 
pack a day.” 

Only four smokers were again- 
st providing health warning la- 
bels on cigarette packages and 
advertisements. 

“What kind of a warning 
would that be?” asked Gourlie. 
“People know. what they’re do- 
ing,” stated Ginnie. QOdenath. 
“Warnings are not necessary.”

The new rules were a crushing 
blow to such organizations as the 
SNCC who could no longer col- 
lect funds for voter registration 
drives and recruit volunteers to 
work on civil rights in Missis- 
sippi, and also for the campus 
CORE which had_ organized 
drives on campus to attack local

Even Sam- 
uel Mosher, member of the Board 
of Regents whose power struc- 
ture within the University is be- 
ing combated by the FSM, has 
made the statement, ‘“Newspa- 
per analysis of the incidents at 
Berkeley has been, by no means, 
all-inclusive.” 

Since the students felt that the 
new rules imposed upon them by 
the administration were a viola- 
tion of their constitutional rights, 
they immediately opposed them, 
by violating them. When eight 
students were suspended indef- 
initely while over 600 had de- 
clared themselves equally respon- 
sible for violation of the rules, it 
was evident that the administra- 
tion had the power to mete out 
punishment arbitrarily to whom it 
so desired, and the stage was set 
for a full scale student protest. 

Therefore, when on Oct. 1 a 
policeman arrested student Jack 
Weinberg for rule violation, the 
police car was surrounded by stu- 
dents who turned its roof into a 
speaking platform to protest. The 
small crowd swelled to thousands 
and the car was held captive for 
32 hours. It was at this time that 
the FSM was born.
